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US suspends Afghan police 
recruit training 


Evaluation of recent bomb simulation 
exercise at APA 



KABUL (AFP) - US special 
forces in Afghanistan have 
suspended training for about 
1,000 Afghan police recruits 
to vet existing members, the 
military said yesterday, after 
a surge in insider attacks on 
NATO. 

There has been a sharp 
rise in so-called ”green-on- 
blue" attacks in recent 
months, in which members of 
the Afghan security forces 
turn their weapons on their 
Western allies, sometimes 
their military trainers. 

In more than 30 such inci¬ 
dents this year, 45 coalition 
troops have been killed — 
about 14 percent of the over¬ 
all death toll in the war for 
2012. Most have been Amer¬ 
ican, though the latest to die 
were three Australian troops. 

’’Current partnered opera¬ 
tions have and will continue, 
even as we temporarily sus¬ 
pend training of about 1,000 
new ALP (Afghan Local Po¬ 
lice) recruits while re-vetting 
current members,” a spokes¬ 
man for the US forces in 
Afghanistan, Colonel 

Thomas Collins, said. 

Taliban insurgents claim 
responsibility for many of the 


attacks, saying their fighters 
have infiltrated the Afghan 
army and police, but NATO 
says the majority of the inci¬ 
dents are due to cultural dif¬ 
ferences and personal animo¬ 
sities. 

Last month was the worst 
for insider attacks in more 
than 10 years of war, with 
nearly one in three interna¬ 
tional coalition deaths caused 
by Afghan allies. 

The ALP — which has 
around 16,000 members ac¬ 
cording to the Afghan interior 
ministry — is a US-sponsored 
police force recruited to fight 
Taliban insurgents in remote 
areas of the Afghan country¬ 
side, though it has been ac¬ 
cused of corruption and vio¬ 
lence towards civilians. 

The Washington Post said 
the re-vetting process would 
affect more than 27,000 
Afghan troops. 

The suspension was tem¬ 
porary, the colonel said but 
gave no timeframe. 

Training for the Afghan 
National Police and Afghan 
National Army — carried out 
by NATO rather than the US 
— will not be affected by the 
halt. 


Last Thursday afternoon the 
marine security commission 
under the presidency of Min¬ 
ister Oduber, met to evaluate 
the recent bomb simulation 
exercise (drill) held on the 
premises of the Aruba Ports 
Authority (APA). 

Oduber reported that it has 
been several years since 
Aruba’s membership in the 
International Ship and Port 
Facility Security Code 
(ISPS), that we have had a 
commission to deal with this 
matter.

Critics: 
PDVSA slow 
in oil spill 
response 

CARACAS — An environ¬ 
mental group said last week 
Venezuela’s state-owned oil 
company PDVSA delayed a 
response to an oil spill re¬ 
ported at a refinery in Cura¬ 
cao. 

State-owned oil company 
Petroleos de Venezuela con¬ 
firmed an oil spill at a refin¬ 
ery in Curacao. The company 
said it's been working to con¬ 
tain the incident for several 
days, reports Venezuelan 
newspaper El Universal. 

The newspaper didn't in¬ 
dicate the severity of the in¬ 
cident, though environmental 
groups in the country said the 
oil company was lax in its re¬ 
sponse. The spill was disco¬ 
vered by Curacao authorities 
Aug. 17. 

Clean Environment on 
Curacao Chairman Peter van 
Leeuwen said the island does 
not have an environmental 
department to deal with such 
events and PDVSA hasn't 
provided any guidelines in 
terms of a spill response, the 
newspaper adds. 


with the ISPS. It could even 
mean putting our wharf on a 
blacklist and any ship enter¬ 
ing our port would be denied 
entrance into a US harbor. 
This, of course would be de¬ 
vastating to our cruise ship 
and cargo business. 

Regarding the recent sim¬ 
ulation which took place 
here, the Minister indicated 
that it was a very necessary 
training to ensure that Aruba 
is cognizant of any new is¬ 
sues that could take place 
here. The evaluation exam¬ 
ined what went wrong and 
what could be improved. The 
intention is that we be well 
prepared for any eventuality 
on our wharf which could 
have dire consequences for 
our economy. 

According to port director, 
Alfonso Boekhoudt, Aruba is 
prepared for any eventuality; 
however, we must ensure that 


at every level everyone is 
aware of the laws governing 
all the aspects we must deal 
with and to be aware of the 
corresponding procedures. 
One matter raised during the 
evaluation meeting is that 
they must improve the com¬ 
munication between the dif¬ 
ferent instances. Boekhoudt 
said that the drill was also 
meant to test the communica¬ 
tion as something very essen¬ 
tial in such a case. They felt 
that there is work to be done 
in this area. 

The Aruba Chef of Police, 
indicated that the ultimate 
goal of the drill was 
achieved, but that there is al¬ 
ways room for improvement 
and things from which we 
must learn. He concluded by 
saying that... “I have total 
confidence that we will arrive 
at the level of readiness 
needed as a country.”

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Health Bus introduced to General Dutch debate euthanasia 
Physicians of their prince 



ORANJESTAD — A special 
information session was re¬ 
cently organized by the go¬ 
vernment for all general 
physicians (called here 
‘House Doctors’) to intro¬ 
duce them to the new Health 
Bus and the services this bus 
is designed to offer to the bar¬ 
rios around the island. 

The Association of House 
Doctors (HAVA) invited all 
their members to this event. 
All doctors who provide the 
first line of service to the 
community were informed 
about this new service facil¬ 
ity. The Health Bus was cre¬ 
ated for the purpose of 
getting closer to the commu¬ 
nity and specifically for the 
purpose of screening, and for 
the early detection of chronic 
diseases. It is also supposed 
to promote awareness about 
chronic illnesses such as dia¬ 
betes and hypertension. 

According to the Minister 
of Public Health, dr. richard 
Visser, there is a growing 
concern for the increase of 
chronic diseases such as dia¬ 
betes, hypertension and ele¬ 
vated cholesterol. And, this 


health bus will provide 
screening, but will not do di¬ 
agnosis and should function 
as an extra aid to the doctors. 
As soon as one of the bus 
staff ascertains an irregularity 
during screening, the person 
in question will be advised to 
consult their doctor immedi¬ 
ately 

The health bus will be 
staffed by qualified personnel 
from the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health who will provide 


information and guidance as 
to how to take care of one’s 
health. They will share infor¬ 
mation on how to eat healthy, 
exercise and in general how 
to take care of their health. 
The primary objective of 
such a bus, according to the 
government, is to work on 
prevention and the early de¬ 
tection of chronic diseases, 
and to offer all the services of 
the new IBISA department. 


THE HAGUE - Nearly six 
months ago Prince Friso, the 
son of Queen Beatrix, of the 
Netherlands, was buried in an 
avalanche while skiing in 
Austria. By the time he was 
rescued, he had already suf¬ 
fered severe brain damage. 
Ever since he has been in 
Wellington Hospital in Lon¬ 
don, where he was living and 
working before the accident. 
There is little chance that he 
will recover. 

Now a well-known Dutch 
ethicist has claimed that if he 
had been hospitalised in the 
Netherlands, doctors would 
have stopped treating him. 
Heleen Dupuis, who is a 
member of the Dutch Upper 
House for the ruling Liberal 
Party (VVD), told Radio 
Netherlands, “it’s question¬ 
able whether the prince will 
ever have a normal life again. 
I understand that the chances 
are extremely small.” 

Dr Dupuis made her re¬ 
marks in a discussion about 
the cost of health care, an 
issue in the upcoming elec¬ 
tion in the Netherlands. As in 
other countries, the propor¬

tion of elderly is growing and 
ever more expensive drugs 
are being developed to keep 
them alive a bit longer. She 
supports a utilitarian cost- 
benefit analysis for the dilem¬ 
mas that this creates. 

According the Evening 
Standard, the royal family 
would like to bring the prince 
home to the Netherlands. “If 
doctors switch off his life 
support he would become the 
highest-profile patient to die 
under the euthanasia re¬ 
forms.”

Thousands join funeral of long-time 
Ethiopia leader Meles 


ADDIS ABABA (AFP) - Tens 
of thousands of Ethiopians and 
many African leaders mourned 
late strongman Meles Zenawi 
yesterday at the first state fu¬ 
neral for a leader of the Horn of 
Africa nation in over 80 years. 

Followed by giant crowds, 
Meles' flag-draped coffin was 
carried on a carriage through 
the capital from the National 
Palace to the vast Meskel 
Square, his family dressed in 
black following behind, many 
in tears. 

The long-serving prime 
minister, who died last month 
aged 57, was hailed as an 


African hero and was a key 
Western ally in a region home 
to Al-Qaeda-linked groups, but 
also criticised by rights groups 
for a crackdown on basic free¬ 
doms. 

"The late prime minister 
was working not only for the 
renaissance of Ethiopia, but 
also for the renaissance for all 
of Africa," deputy Prime Min¬ 
ister Hailemariam Desalegn 
said in a speech after prayers at 
Meskel Square. 

Hailemariam, who will lead 
the government until national 
elections in 2015, sat behind 
the coffin, which was placed 


on a stage above the huge 
crowd in the square. 

"All his initiatives will keep 
going forward, all the transfor¬ 
mation plans will progress," he 
said. 

His widow Azeb Mesfin 
closed the ceremony in the 
square — paying tribute to a 
man she said "never cared for 
himself, but only for his coun¬ 
try — before the funeral cortege 
moved to the Holy Trinity 
Cathedral, where Meles was 
buried. 

People wailed as a 21-gun 
salute was fired as the coffin 
was lowered into the grave. 

Presidents of all Ethiopia's 
neighbours — with the excep¬ 
tion of arch-foe Eritrea — at¬ 
tended, including Djibouti's 
Ismail Omar Guelleh, Kenya's 
Mwai Kibaki, South Sudan's 
Salva Kiir, Sudan's Omar al- 
Bashir, and Somalia's Sheikh 
Sharif Sheikh Ahmed. 


Unification 
Church founder 
Moon dies at 92 


SEOUL (AFP) - Sun Myung 
Moon, who founded the Uni¬ 
fication Church and turned it 
into a thriving business em¬ 
pire, has died in South Korea 
at the age of 92, Yonhap news 
agency said citing news re¬ 
ports. 

Moon, who was hospi¬ 
talised with complications 
from pneumonia more than 
two weeks ago, died just be¬ 
fore 2 am (1700 GMT Sun¬ 
day), Yonhap news agency 
said citing a report. 

The church on Friday said 
the religious leader had criti¬ 
cal organ failure and quoted 
doctors as saying he had en¬ 
tered "an irreversible stage of 
his condition". 


LONDON (AFP) - Archbishop 
Desmond Tutu called yester¬ 
day for British ex-leader Tony 
Blair and former US president 
George W Bush to face trial in 
The Hague for their role in the 
Iraq war. 

The South African peace 
icon, writing in The Observer 
newspaper, accused the pair of 
lying about weapons of mass 
destruction and said the inva¬ 
sion left the world more desta¬ 
bilised and divided "than any 
other conflict in history". 

Tutu argued that different 
standards appeared to apply for 
prosecuting African leaders 
than western counterparts, and 
added that the death toll during 
and after the Iraq conflict was 
sufficient for Blair and Bush to 
face trial. 

"On these grounds alone, in 
a consistent world, those re¬ 
sponsible for this suffering and 
loss of life should be treading 
the same path as some of their 
African and Asian peers who 
have been made to answer for 
their actions in The Hague," 
Tutu wrote in the weekly Sun¬ 
day newspaper. 

"But even greater costs 
have been exacted beyond the 
killing fields, in the hardened 
hearts and minds of members 
of the human family across the 
world." 

However, Blair responded 


in a statement saying that "this 
is the same argument we have 
had many times with nothing 
new to say". 

Tutu, a long-standing vocal 
critic of the Iraq war, had 
snubbed Blair last week, 
pulling out of a South African 
conference on leadership last 
week because the ex-premier 
was attending. The peace icon 
said he had boycotted the event 
in protest at Blair's "morally 
indefensible" support of the 
US-led 2003 Iraq invasion. 

The archbishop added yes¬ 
terday: "I did not deem it ap¬ 
propriate to have this dis¬ 
cussion. As the date drew 
nearer, I felt an increasingly 
profound sense of discomfort 
about attending a summit on 
'leadership' with Mr Blair." 

He added: "Leadership and 
morality are indivisible. Good 
leaders are the custodians of 
morality. The question is not 
whether Saddam Hussein was 
good or bad or how many of 
his people he massacred. The 
point is that Mr Bush and Mr 
Blair should not have allowed 
themselves to stoop to his im¬ 
moral level. 

"If it is acceptable for lead¬ 
ers to take drastic action on the 
basis of a lie, without an ac¬ 
knowledgement or an apology 
when they are found out, what 
should we teach our children?"

’blasphemy girl’ case 


ISLAMABAD (AFP) - A Pa¬ 
kistani cleric who accused a 
young Christian girl of blas¬ 
phemy in a case that sparked 
international concern was re¬ 
manded in custody yesterday 
on suspicion of evidence-tam¬ 
pering and desecrating the 
Koran. 

The girl, Rimsha, has been 
held in prison since being ar¬

sain Jaffri said. 

Zubair and the two others, 
Mohammad Shahzad and 
Awais Ahmed, said they had 
urged Chishti not to interfere 
with the papers, Jaffri said. 

"They protested that he 
should not add something to 
the evidence and he should 
give the evidence to the police 
as he got it and should not do 
this," Jaffri said. 

"But they said Chishti said, 
'You know this is the only way 
to expel the Christians from 
this area.'" 

Jaffri said the cleric was ar¬ 
rested at his home on Saturday 
under the blasphemy law. 

Yesterday around 150 Chris¬ 
tians and rights activists held a 
protest march in Rawalpindi 
calling for Rimsha's release. 


PRETORIA (AFP) - South

When 
the Mammapoli was insti¬ 
tuted in 2009, the cases 
began to increase, we now 
have a total of 212 women on 
Aruba diagnosed with breast 
cancer. According to Maduro, 
when a woman is diagnosed 
with breast cancer, in 35% of 
cases the cancer is already in 
an advance stage, phase 2. 
Some are even already into 


stage 3. 

The information from the 
Public Laboratorium at the 
Patology Department, which 
is the only diagnostic center, 
reports that women between 
the ages 45 to 74 are the most 
affected by breast cancer on 
Aruba. More than 50% of the 
cases, the women are be¬ 
tween 45 to 64 years of age. 
While 27% of the cases are 
women between 65 to 74 
years of age. 

According to the Minis¬ 
ter of Public Health, breast 
cancer is somehow tied to the 
problem of obesity, more so 
than cigarette smoking is tied 
to lung cancer. The amount 
of obesity and overweight 
cases on Aruba is a reason for 
the risk increase in breast 
cancer. This is another re¬ 
search which must be con¬ 
ducted here. 

The Minister reported that 
the project at the Medical In¬ 
stitute in San Nicolaas which 
is a joint venture with Baptist 
Hospital, will provide us 
very soon with a Cancer 
Center and Radiotherapy and 
Chemotherapy equipment of 
the most recent technological 
advancement. This will 
eventually evolve into an 
Oncological Hospital, ac¬ 
cording to the Minister of 
Public Health.

US experts probe 
beaching that killed 
17 whales 


MIAMI(AFP) - US scientists 
are to investigate what led 22 
whales to beach themselves 
in Florida — killing 17 of 
them — one of three such in¬ 
cidents in North America 
over the weekend. 

The dead whales will be 
’’dispersed at different labs 
across Florida for necropsy,” 
or animal autopsies, Blair 
Mase, regional stranding co¬ 
ordinator for the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration, told AFP on 
Sunday. 

Only five of the 22 pilot 
whales survived after beach¬ 
ing themselves Saturday 
morning at Avalon Beach 
State Park, on the east coast 
of Florida, despite efforts by 
volunteers and experts to 
save the group. 

So far, it is unclear why 
the whales swam ashore. 
Mase said experts would col¬ 
lect data to try to find out 
why the whales stranded 
themselves. 

The survivors, four juve¬ 
niles and one calf, are ’’sta¬ 
ble” and ’’swimming on their 
own,” Mase said. They are 
currently at the Harbor 
Branch Oceanographic Insti¬ 
tute and will likely be trans¬ 
ported later to SeaWorld in 
Orlando. 



However, two other 
groups of whales swam onto 
beaches in North America — 
one in Cape Cod on Saturday 
and another in Canada on 
Sunday — an occurrence that 
Mase said merited further in¬ 
vestigation. 

”It’s very interesting that 
we’re seeing all these mass 
strandings occur in North 
America right now,” she 
added. 

Pilot whales are tightly 
knit and sometimes swim on 
to beaches as a group when 
one of them is ill. 

In those cases, Mase told 
local media, it does not help 
to push the whales back into 
the water, because they tend 
to quickly swim back to 
shore again. 

NASA teams up 
with will.i.am to 
beam first song 
from Mars 



NASA transmitted the first 
song to be broadcast from 
Mars recently, by Grammy- 
winning US musician 
will.i.am, as part of efforts 
to inspire young people to 
get interested in science. 

’’Reach for the Stars” 
was then beamed back by 
the Curiosity rover, which 
landed on the surface of the 
Red Planet earlier this 
month, to NASA's Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory 
(JPL) in Pasadena, Califor¬ 
nia. 

"It seems surreal,” the 
US rapper and actor said ex¬ 
plaining how NASA admin¬ 
istrator Charles Bolden had 
called him to suggest beam¬ 
ing a song back from Mars 
as part of educational out¬ 
reach efforts by the US 
space agency. 

The song — with lyrics 
including ”1 know that Mars 
might be far, but baby it 
ain't really that far” — in¬ 
volved a 40-piece orchestra 
including French horns, 
rather than a more modern 
electronically-generated 
sound.

Russia's oil output hits 
post-Soviet high 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russian 
leaders hailed their powerful 
energy industry yesterday as 
the country posted a post-So¬ 
viet record high rate of oil pro¬ 
duction that should boost 
coffers in uncertain global eco¬ 
nomic times. 

The energy ministry said 
private and state companies 
extracted a combined 10.38 
million barrels per day in Au¬ 
gust — only a slight increase 
over July but higher than any 
figure seen in the past two 
decades. 

Nearly a quarter of the oil 
was produced by the govern¬ 
ment’s expanding Rosneft unit 
that last year struck Russia's 
first Arctic exploration agree¬ 
ment with the US super-major 
ExxonMobil. 

Analysts said production is 
rising as companies seek to 
take full advantage of strong 
global oil prices before a po¬ 
tential hit from the impact of a 
mooted Greek withdrawal 
from the eurozone in the

French unemployment passes 
symbolic 3 mn mark 


PARIS (AFP) - French Labour 
Minister Michel Sapin said 
yesterday that the country's un¬ 
employment had passed the 
symbolic number of three mil¬ 
lion registered jobseekers and 
would keep rising. 

Asked on Radio J about the 
number of jobseekers hitting 
2.99 million in July, Sapin said 
there was no doubt the number 
had risen beyond that. 

"What will next year's un¬ 
employment rate be? Nobody 
knows. We have already hit 
three million. The numbers 
you are talking about, which 


are the numbers for July, are 
already outdated," Sapin said. 

"The question is will it rise 
by very much? Yes, it will rise. 
At some point will we be able 
to reverse it? Yes," he said. 

"These are economic deci¬ 
sions, European decisions," he 
said. "We need growth to cre¬ 
ate jobs." 

French President Francois 
Hollande's Socialist govern¬ 
ment is struggling to tackle ris¬ 
ing unemployment after he 
took office in May amid the 
debt crisis that is dragging 
down European economies. 


US Airways, American move toward 


a possible merger 


NEW YORK - US Airways 
Group Inc. is a step closer to a 
possible merger with American 
Airlines. 

The two carriers announced 
that they have signed a nondis¬ 
closure agreement on the 
weekend and would exchange 
confidential financial informa¬ 
tion so that they could evaluate 
a potential combination. 

The companies said they 
would not speak publicly 
about the status of discussions, 
until they have a deal or termi¬ 
nate talks. 


The airlines said they 
would work "in good faith" 
and "close collaboration" with 
American's unsecured-credi¬ 
tors committee. They noted 
there was "no assurance that a 
transaction will result." 

American also signed a 
similar agreement with Inter¬ 
national Consolidated Airlines 
Group SA, owner of British 
Airways, it was reported. 

US Airways, the dominant 
airline in Philadelphia, has ag¬ 
gressively pursued a possible 
merger with American since 


soon after AMR Corp. filed for 
bankruptcy in November. 

In a letter to US Airways 
employees Friday, CEO Doug 
Parker said he was "pleased to 
be working directly with 
American to study a potential 
merger." 

For passengers, a merger 
would have no immediate im¬ 
pact. But a year or two into the 
combination, changes would 
ramp up: Frequent flier pro¬ 
grams would merge, fares 
could rise, planes would take on 
American Airlines' colors and 
glitches could surface as their 
reservation systems integrate.

Russia claimed the world's 
top oil production rate last year 
but now closely trails Saudi 
Arabia because it lacks the re¬ 
sources to quickly step up out¬ 
put at times of rising prices. 

It is still the globe's top nat¬ 
ural gas exporter thanks to 
Gazprom — a state behemoth 
now facing headwinds because 
of its failure to tap exploding 
liquefied natural and shale gas 
markets in time.

A1 Mansour said she was 
forced to direct what is her 
first feature film from a van 
with a walkie-talkie in some 
of the more conservative 
neighbourhoods where she 
could not be seen in public 
together with male crew and 
cast members. 

In some areas, screaming 
local residents would block 
shooting altogether. 

She said finding financ¬ 
ing also posed a problem in 
a country where cinemas 
are officially banned and 
any film is considered a 
commercial risk. 

"Wadjda" will only be 
available in the kingdom on 
DVD or on television. 

"There is no film in 
Saudi Arabia. Showing 
films in public is illegal so 
we don't have this culture of 
filmmaking. I was never 
able to go on a film set and 
get training and see how 
things are. It was very diffi¬ 
cult," she said. 
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’The Possession’ tops 
N. America box office 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Horror flick "The Posses¬ 
sion" exorcised A-list action 
romp "The Expendables 2" 
from the top slot at the North 
American box office at the 
weekend, according to indus¬ 
try estimates released Sun¬ 
day. 

The newly-released super¬ 
natural thriller, which stars 
Kyra Sedgwick and Jeffrey 
Dean Morgan as divorcing 
parents trying to rid their 
daughter of an evil spirit, 
raked in $17.7 million, said 
movie tracker Exhibitor Re¬ 
lations. 

Another new release, De¬ 
pression-era Western "Law¬ 
less," took second place in 
the rankings but it lagged in 
takings — generating $9.7 
million on a slow, late sum¬ 
mer weekend which will be 
followed by the Labor Day 


holiday on Monday. 

"The Expendables 
2" and "The Bourne 
Legacy" fell to third 
and fourth places, 
with $8.8 million and 
$7.2 million in ticket 
sales, respectively. 

"Paranorman," an 
animated movie about 
a boy who can speak 
to the dead, held onto 
its spot just behind the 
two action block¬ 
busters, earning $6.5 
million in box office 
receipts. 

And quirky fan¬ 
tasy-comedy "The 
Odd Life of Timothy 
Green" held steady at 
sixth place, bringing 
in $6.1 million. 

In seventh was "The Dark 
Knight Rises," the latest Bat¬ 
man film, which took in $5.9 
million. The final installment 
in the trilogy directed by 
Christopher Nolan has so far 
raked in more than $431 mil¬ 
lion. 

Political spoof "The Cam¬ 
paign," meanwhile, starring 
Will Ferrell and Zach Galifi- 
anakis, dropped to eighth 
place, with box office re¬ 
ceipts of $5.4 million, while 
"2016: Obama's America," a 
documentary by conservative 
writer and commentator Di- 
nesh D'Souza, came in ninth, 
with $5.1 million. 

And rounding out the top 
10 was Meryl Streep and 
Tommy Lee Jones's romantic 
comedy "Hope Springs," 
with $4.7 million in ticket 
sales. 


Oscar-winning songwriter 
Hal David dead at 91 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Hal 
David, an Oscar- and 
Grammy-winning lyricist 
who produced dozens of hit 
songs with composer Burt 
Bacharach, died Saturday in 
Los Angeles. He was 91. 

David died of complica¬ 
tions from a stroke, accord¬ 
ing to Jim Steinblatt, 
spokesman for the American 
Society of Composers, Au¬ 
thors and Publishers that the 
songwriter once led. 

Bacharach and David's 
long series of hits during 
their collaboration from the 
1950s through the 1970s in¬ 
cluded "Raindrops Keep 
Failin' on My Head," "What 
The World Needs Now Is 
Love" and "What's New 
Pussycat?" 

As a lyric writer, Hal was 
simple, concise and poetic — 
conveying volumes of mean¬ 
ing in (the) fewest possible 
words and always in service 
to the music," ASCAP presi¬ 
dent and chairman Paul 
Williams said in a statement. 

"It is no wonder that so 
many of his lyrics have be¬ 


come part of our everyday 
vocabulary and his songs... 
the backdrop of our lives." 

Music legends such as 
The Beatles, Frank Sinatra 
and Barbra Streisand 
recorded the duo's music, 
along with their longtime 
partner Dionne Warwick. 

In May, President Barack

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Pistorius dethroned, as 
Brazil, China triumph 


LONDON (AFP) - Oscar Pis- 
torius was on Sunday de¬ 
throned as young Brazilian 
Alan Oliveira stole his Para¬ 
lympic T44 200m crown with 
a powerful run, topping a 
successful night on the track 
for the South American na¬ 
tion. 

But the 25-year-old Pisto¬ 
rius hit out after his shock sil¬ 
ver that silenced the 
80,000-strong crowd at the 
Olympic Stadium, complain¬ 
ing he was at a disadvantage 
because of the length of some 
of his rivals' artificial running 
blades. 

"The IPC (International 
Paralympic Committee) don't 
want to listen," the South 
African "Blade Runner" told 
Britain's Channel 4 televi¬ 
sion. "The guys' legs are un¬ 
believably long. Not taking 
away from Alan's perform¬ 
ance, he's a great athlete. 

"But these guys are a lot 
taller and you can't compete 
with the stride length. 

"You saw how far he 
(Oliveira) came back. We 
aren't racing a fair race. I 
gave it my best. 

"The IPC have their regu¬ 
lations. The regulations allow 
that athletes can make them¬ 
selves unbelievably high. 
We've tried to address the 
issue with them in the weeks 
up to this and it's just been 
falling on deaf ears." 

Pistorius, who had been 
seeking to defend all three of 
the T44 sprint titles he won in 
Beijing four years ago, said 
US bronze medallist Blake 
Leeper's knee height, for ex¬ 
ample, was "like four inches 
(10cm) higher than it should 
be". 

"The guys are just running 
ridiculous times and they're 


able to do so. I think Alan's a 
great athlete but... I run just 
over 10 metres per second," 
he added. 

"I don't know how you can 
come back, watching the re¬ 
play, from eight metres be¬ 
hind on the 100 to win. It's 
absolutely ridiculous." 

Twenty-year-old 
Oliveira's unexpected victory 
was greeted with wild cheer¬ 
ing from his compatriots and 
was the highlight of three 
golds among five medals for 
Brazil on the night. 

Earlier, Terezinha Guilher- 
mina retained her Til 200m 
title in a clean sweep of 
medals that saw Jerusa Geber 
Santos take silver and Jhulia 
Santos bronze. 

Compatriot Yohansson 
Nascimento then triumped in 
the men's T46 equivalent 
over the same distance in a 
new world record. 

China also had a success¬ 
ful day, with rower Huang 
Cheng providing a major 
upset by inflicting the first 
defeat in British favourite 
Tom Aggar's five-year inter¬ 
national career in the men's 
arms-only (ASMlx) single 
sculls. 

Huang, 30, said he was 
"very excited" by his win and 
after lowering Aggar's world 
record in qualifying but the 
British rower, who came 
fourth, said he was "devas¬ 
tated" to have lost his un¬ 
beaten record and Paralympic 
title. 

Elsewhere, in the women's 
arms-only (ASWlx) single 
sculls, two-time world cham¬ 
pion Alla Lysenko of Ukraine 
took gold, while Britain gave 
the home crowd some cheer 
by taking the legs, trunks and 
arms (LTAMix4+) mixed 


coxed four. 

Huang's victory was one 
of two rowing golds for 
China, with world champions 
Fei Tianming and Lou Xiaox- 
ian winning the trunk and 
arms mixed double sculls 
(TAMix2x). 

In athletics, Zhou Guohua 
won the women's T12 100m 
for visually impaired athletes 
in 12.05sec, wheelchair racer 
Li Huzhao won the men's 
T53 400m and Gao Mingjie 
retained his F44 javelin title. 

British wheelchair racer 
David Weir was later roared 
to victory in the T54 5,000m 
race and now looks to defend 
his Beijing 800m and 1,500m 
titles. 

China also won the final 
Cl-5 team sprint on the last 
day of track cycling to tie 
with Britain on five golds but 
the host nation topped the 
final table with more silver 
and bronze. 

In the pool, stand-out per¬ 
formances included Ihar Boki 
of Belarus, who picked up his 
third gold of the Games with 
a world record in the S13 
100m freestyle, while Mal¬ 
lory Weggemann of the 
United States won the 
women's S8 50m freestyle. 

She complained earlier 
this week that she had "lost 
faith" in the classification 
process after she was moved 
up a category on the eve of 
the Games. 

Matthew Cowdrey, mean¬ 
while, made it 10 Paralympic 
career gold medals as Aus¬ 
tralia won the men's 4x100m 
freestyle 34 Points relay, 
leaving him just one gold 
short of becoming his coun¬ 
try's most successful athlete 
at the Games.

The visiting Orioles 
trailed early before Reynolds 
launched a three-run homer 
in the sixth inning, to go 
along with a solo shot in the 
fifth, to give his team a 5-3 
lead and help them take two- 
of-three games from the Yan¬ 
kees. 

Baltimore's (74-59) latest 
triumph pulled them within 
two games of New York (76- 
57). 

The Yankees suddenly 
look vulnerable as they 
played without Curtis 
Granderson (hamstring) and 
are also missing injured 
power-hitters Mark Teixeira 
and Alex Rodriguez. 

"You look at a lot of young 
guys in here - they don't even 
know they're in the middle of 
a playoff race probably," 
Reynolds said. "Everyone in 
here's having fun, going out 
and playing hard." 
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Djokovic storms on, Roddick 
stretches long goodbye 



NEW YORK (AFP) - De¬ 
fending champion Novak 
Djokovic stormed into the 
US Open last 16 on Sunday 
as Andy Roddick stretched 
his long goodbye into a 
prime-time showdown with 
fellow former champion Juan 
Martin Del Potro. 

Djokovic coasted past 
French 30th seed Julien Ben- 
neteau 6-3, 6-2, 6-2 despite 
being forced to open up play 
on day seven at Arthur Ashe 
Stadium. 

"It was an early match for 
me. Usually I don't like to 
play the first match," said 
second-seeded Djokovic. 

"So it was important to 
stay strong and commit to 
every point." 

The Serb didn't face a sin¬ 
gle break point in his 97- 
minute victory, his fourth on 
the trot against Benneteau, 
firing 13 aces and 41 win¬ 
ners. 

The 25-year-old hasn't 
dropped serve since the first 
game of his first-round match 
and has made the last 16 for 
a sixth successive year by 
losing just 14 games in three 
rounds. 

He goes on to face Swiss 
18th seed Stanislas 
Wawrinka, a semi-finalist in 
2010, who eased past 14th- 
seeded Ukrainian Alexandr 
Dolgopolov 6-4, 6-4, 6-2 for 
a spot in the quarter-finals. 

American 20th seed Rod¬ 
dick delayed his retirement 
by advancing to the fourth 
round with a 7-5, 7-6 (7/1), 4- 
6, 6-4 victory over Italy's 
Fabio Fognini. 

Roddick, the 2003 US 
Open winner, who will retire 
once this tournament is over, 
will play for a spot in the 
quarter-finals against 2009 


winner Juan Martin Del 
Potro, the seventh seed from 
Argentina. 

"I am trying to keep all of 
my emotions together. All the 
support I have received over 
the past few days has been 
truly humbling," said 30- 
year-old Roddick. 

Del Potro defeated 63rd- 
ranked compatriot Feonardo 


Mayer 6-3,7-5,7-6(11/9) in 
a three-hour 20-minute 
marathon which was 
wrapped up on his sixth 
match point. 

Del Potro's win in New 
York three years ago was the 
only occasion in the last 30 
majors that the champion 
wasn't Roger Federer, Rafael 
Nadal or Djokovic.

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Juve go top as 
Roma stun Inter 
at San Siro 


ROME (AFP) - Champions 
Juventus underlined their 
Serie A title credentials by 
going top as Inter Milan were 
humbled 3-1 by a Francesco 
Totti-inspired Roma at the 
San Siro on Sunday. 

AC Milan, who finished 
runners-up to Juventus last 
season but stuttered against 
Sampdoria last week, got 
their scudetto campaign back 
on track Saturday when Gi- 
ampaolo Pazzini struck a hat- 
trick in a 3-1 win away at 
Bologna. 

In Sunday's earlier match 
Juventus produced a similarly 
commanding performace in a 
4-1 win away to 10-man Udi- 
nese which included a brace 
from Sebastien Giovinco and 
gave them two wins from 
two. 

While Udinese chief Gi- 
ampaolo Pozzo was furious at 
the referee's decision to send 
off his 'keeper Zelijko Brkic for 
a foul on Giovinco, the little 
striker known as the "Atomic 
Ant" was unforgiving. 

"Today it was important to 
win and give a signal and we 
did that," said Giovcinco, 
who produced a second half 
brace to add to Arturo Vidal's 
first half penalty and a goal 
from Montenegrin Marko 
Vucinic. 

While there were deserved 
wins for Napoli and Fazio, 
Roma's humbling of Inter 
Milan at the Olympic stadium 
was the talk of the night. 

After 15 minutes former 
Italy marksman Totti was 
given space on the left and de¬ 
livered a perfectly-weighted 
cross for Alessandro Florenzi 
to head superbly past the out¬ 
stretched Luca Castellazzi and 
into the bottom comer. 

After the restart Inter, who 
hammered promoted Pescara 


3-0 away last week, got back 
on level terms albeit in some¬ 
what fortuitous fashion. 

Antonio Cassano, who 
until last week had been AC 
Milan's main striker, latched 
onto a a long ball from Dutch¬ 
man Wesley Sneijder, turned 
while holding off two defend¬ 
ers and saw his deflected shot 
rise high and drop into the 
goal. 

His celebrations, less than 
an hour after being left out of 
Casare Prandelli's most recent 
Italy squad, were exuberant 
but were soon overshadowed. 

Roma striker Daniel Os- 
valdo, who was red-carded 
for a second bookable offence 
late in the match, missed two 
great chances to put Roma 
ahead while in prime position 
to score. 

But his vision and sense of 
good timing finally paid off 
when he beat Inter's failed at¬ 
tempt to spring the offside 
trap and ran onto a Totti long 
ball to chip the onmshing 
Castellazzi. 

Totti, whose Roma side 
could only eke out a late draw 
at home to Catania last week, 
told Premium Calcio: "We put 
in a great performance, be¬ 
cause it's not easy to come to 
(Inter) Milan and win in front 
of a crowd like this. 

While Antonio Conte's Ju¬ 
ventus sit top on six points, 
they are being trailed closely 
by Napoli (6) and Fazio (6), 
while Sampdoria's 2-1 win 
over Siena left the Genoese in 
third with five points. 

Germany international 
Miroslav Klose, meanwhile, 
turned in a sublime perform¬ 
ance scoring a brace either 
side of a superb goal by Ital¬ 
ian midfielder Antonio Can- 
dreva to give Fazio in a 3-0 
home win over Palermo.

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Jags running back Jones-Drew ends holdout 


JACKSONVIFFE (AFP) - 
Jacksonville Jaguars running 
back Maurice Jones-Drew 
27, ended his 38-day contract 
holdout on Sunday, even 
though he hadn't succeeded 
in getting a new contract with 
the NFF club. 

Jones-Drew led the league 
with 1,606 rushing yards last 
season.
